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The  poarteenth  Annual  f^eport. 


In  presenting  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Toronto  Public  Library,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
marked  progress  throughout  all  its  departments.  The  growth 
of  an  active  interest  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  in  the  Library, 
and  its  work  has  never  flagged  ;  and  as  the  advantages  it  offers, 
especially  in  the  Reference  Department,  have  become  more 
generally  known  and  more  fully  appreciated,  the  number  of 
its  patrons  has  increased,  and  its  usefulness  been  gradually 
extended. 

The  annual  report  for  1896  showed  that  the  issue  of  books 
in  that  j^ear  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year  in  the  Library's 
history.  The  issue  for  1897  has  surpassed  that  of  1896,  notwith- 
standing that  the  Reference  Library  and  the  Central  Circulating 
Library  were  closed  for  two  weeks  in  May  last.  The  total 
circulation  in  1897  was  557,984,  exceeding  that  of  1896  by 
22,025. 

It  has  sometimes  been  stated  that  the  increase  in  circulation 
is  due  to  excessive  reading  of  fiction.  Such,  however,  is  not  the 
case.  Fiction  of  a  proper  kind  cannot  be  excluded  from  an)- 
well-conducted  Circulating  Library,  or  from  any  properly-chosen 
book  collection,  and  while  it  may  be  that  in  a  free  public  librar}-, 
the  amount  of  fiction  read  may,  to  some  extent  at  least,  exceed 
what  the  Management  would  desire,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that, 
as  compared  with  other  free  libraries,  the  issue  of  fiction  from 
the  Toronto  Public  Library  is  not  excessive,  the  fact  being 
that  the  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  here  is  lower  than  that 
of  many  of  the  large  and  important  libraries  throughout  the 
continent. 


The  constant  additions  to  the  books  of  the  Circulating 
Library,  since  the  publication  of  the  second  volume  of  the  cata- 
logue in  1896,  necessitated  the  publication,  during  the  past  year, 
of  a  Supplementary  Catalogue,  which  has  been  recently  com- 
pleted and  put  in  circulation.  A  new  catalogue  of  the  Western 
Branch  Library  has  also  been  printed  and  circulated  during  the 
year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  these  new  catalogues  will  be  of  assist- 
ance to  the  patrons  of  the  Library. 

The  available  shelf-space  for  books  in  the  Central  Circulat- 
ing Library  having  been  exhausted,  new  stacks  have  been  erected, 
with  a  holding  capacity  of  6,000  volumes. 

From  May  17th  to  May  29th  inclusive,  the  Central  Circulat- 
ing Library  and  the  Reference  Library  were  closed  for  general 
repairs.  During  that  time  the  exterior  of  the  Library  Building 
was  painted,  and  the  whole  interior  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
painted,  and  the  Reference  Room  and  General  Circulating 
Room  papered.  This  was  a  much-needed  work,  and  has  given 
general  satisfaction. 

The  change  made  in  1896  in  the  system  of  lighting  the 
Reference  Library  and  the  Central  Library  Building  has  been 
ampl}'  justified  by  the  results.  The  total  cost  of  making  the 
change  was  $380.  The  saving  in  expense  by  the  new  system 
during  the  year  1897  was  $224,  while  the  improved  quality  of 
the  light,  would  of  itself  have  been  sufficient  reason  for  adopting 
the  new  system. 

The  Board  availed  itself  of  an  opportunit\-  offered  it  of 
making  a  selection  of  books  from  the  libraries  of  the  late  Sir 
Daniel  Wilson  and  the  late  W.  J.  Macdonnell,  Esq.,  and  a  large 
number  of  choice  books  were  thus  obtained  at  a  very  moderate 
cost. 

Pursuant  to  a  direction  of  the  Board,  the  Chairman  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association,  held 
in  Philadelphia  in  June,  1897,  and  was  much  interested  in  the 
discussions  which  took  place  on  many  subjects  of  importance 
to  Libraries,  Librarians  and  Library  Boards.  The  informa- 
tion derived  from  the  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  undoubtedly 
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of  benefit  to  the   Libraries  represented.     A   full   report   of  the 
meeting  has  already  been  submitted  to  the  Board. 

From  the  additions  made  to  the  Book  Department  during 
the  year,  the  number  of  volumes  and  pamphlets  now  in  the 
Library  exceeds  100,000.  This  fact  of  itself  would  not,  perhaps, 
be  regarded  as  an  evidence  of  the  Library's  progress,  were  it  not 
that  the  circulation  is  correspondingly  on  the  increase.  The 
attaining  of  the  100,000  mark  is  an  item  in  the  Library's  history, 
and  has  suggested  the  following  few  comparisons  between  the 
condition  of  the  Library  at  the  close  of  the  past  year  and  its 
condition  ten  years  ago  : —

In  explanation  of  these  items  of  expense  it  may  be  pointed 
out  that  a  portion  of  the  increase  in  expenditure  in  1897,  as 
compared  with  that  of  1887,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  1897  four 
branch  libraries  were  maintained,  as  against  two  in  1887,  and 
that  the  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  in  1897  was 
$5,618.65,  as  against  $4,558.99  in  1887. 

While  the  continued  prosperity  and  success  of  the  Library 
is  apparent,  its  rapid  growth  should  serve  to  remind  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Management  that  the  duties  devolving  upon 
them  are  every  year  becoming  more  onerous,  and  with  the 
increaseof  the  Library's  use  and  usefulness, those  upon  whom  rests 
the  responsibility  of  its  administration  are  under  ever-increasing 
obligations  to  give  to  that  administration  the  most  diligent  care 
and  attention. 

Through  the  multiplication  of  books  and  growing  use  of 
the  Library,  and  particularly  of  the  Reference  Department,  the 
necessary  accommodation   is  alreadx'  becoming   limited.      It  is 


evident  that  the  time  is  rapidl}-  approaching  when  it  will  be 
necessary  to  re-consider  the  whole  question  of  the  Library 
service. 

In  the  Circulating  Library  the  present  means  of  receiving 
and  delivering  books,  during  the  bus}-  season,  are  inadequate  to 
meet  the  requirements.  On  a  bu.s>-  day  it  is  not  unusual  to  receive 
2,100  books,  or  more  than  three  per  minute  during  the  whole  of 
eleven  and  one-half  hours.  The  two  assistants,  who  take  the  duty 
in  turns,  have,  in  addition,  to  exact  and  enter  the  fines,  receive 
applications  and  give  out  new  tickets,  send  out  post  cards  for  over- 
due books  and  for  books  retained,  sell  catalogues  and  answer  num- 
berless questions.  At  the  delivery  wicket  five  assistants  are 
necessary,  occasionally,  to  give  out  and  return  to  the  shelves,  in 
a  single  day,  about  two  tons  of  books.  The  assistant  in  charge 
of  the  repairs  has  found  her  work  almost  doubled  during  the 
past  three  years,  and  at  the  present  time  is  nearly  700  books 
behind. 

The  Reference  Library  has  to-day  the  same  service  which 
it  had  when  it  numbered  only  10,000  volumes.  The  number  of 
readers  has  increased  ten-fold,  and  the  duties  in  almost  equal 
proportion. 

The  Catalogue  Clerk,  who  has  charge  of  all  the  catalogues 
issued  from  the  Library,  keeps  the  accession  books,  writes  up 
the  card  catalogue,  and  arranges  the  classification,  has  not,  at 
any  time  during  the  past  year,  been  able  to  catch  up  on  her 
work  ;  the  card  catalogue,  in  one  subject,  having  been  standing 
since  last  summer. 

There  remains  shelf-room  in  the  Circulating  Library  for 
about  three  years'  supply  of  new  books,  so  that  no  space  can  be 
spared  for  extension  of  the  counter-room. 

The  Reference  Library  has  accommodation  for  three  years' 
additions,  but  none  for  increased  number  of  readers. 

The  increased  value  of  the  collection  emphasizes  the  fact 
that  the  building  is  not  fire-proof  This  in  itself  is  an  unfortunate 
circumstance,  as  many  of  the  works  contained  in  it  are  rare  and 
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cannot  be  duplicated.  The  time  is  clearly  in  view  when  our 
present  quarters  will  be  found  too  small,  and  a  large  fire-proof 
building  will  require  to  be  erected.  How  to  provide  for  future 
needs  is  a  question  which  must  engage  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Management  at  an  early  date. 

The  Chief  Librarian,  in  a  paper  published  in  The  Globe  of 
December  25th  last,  proposes  a  plan  which  appears  to  offer  one 
solution  of  the  difficulty.  It  is,  that  the  city  and  Province  should 
unite  in  the  appointment  of  a  Library  Commission  for  the  forma- 
tion and  maintenance  of  a  Provincial  Reference  Library  which 
shall  be  open  to  all  citizens  of  the  Province  ;  that  the  Provincial 
Government  should  confine  their  own  Library  to  the  actual 
requirements  of  a  Legislative  Library,  and  enable  the  Com- 
missioners to  erect  a  suitable  building  to  which  would  be  transfer- 
red our  Reference  Library,  along  with  the  works  of  any  other 
smaller  bodies  which  might  choose  to  join  in  the  Joint  Library. 
Arrangements  could  be  made  for  joint  maintenance,  and  a 
large  saving  made  in  the  buying  of  duplicate  books,  and 
repeating  unnecessary  working  expense.  The  proposal  is 
worthy  of  consideration  as  pointing  out  a  means  by  which 
the  foundation  can  be  laid  of  a  National  Library  worthy 
of  the  city  and  Province.  Other  schemes  may,  and  no  doubt 
will,  be  suggested,  tending  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  same 
object,  namely,  the  providing  of  proper  accommodation,  not  only 
for  what  are  almost  immediate  needs  of  the  Library,  but  also 
for  the  growth  in  the  future. 

What  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  here  is,  the  fact 
that  the  Board  of  Management  should  prepare  itself  to  face  the 
problem  which  must  be  solved  at  no  distant  day,  and  that  their 
attention  cannot  be  too  soon  turned  to  the  working  out  of  proper 
methods  of  meeting  the  coming  needs,  if  the  Library  is  to  be 
efficiently  maintained. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the  proper 
officers,  and  statements  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure,  and  of 
the  assets  and  liabilities,  are  appended. 


That  the  Library  is  meeting  with  success  is  due,  in  no 
small  measure,  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Chief  Librarian, 
Secretary  and  assistants,  all  of  whom  have  performed  their 
duties  satisfactorily  during  the  year.
